Your  letter  of  May  1st  is  at  hand.  The  subject 
of  the  letter  is  one  on  v^hich  I  have  though  much  during 
the  last  two  months  (Persona,!  reference  a,side).  I  ex¬ 
pected  that  the  organiza.tion  v/ould  be  effected  and  if  more 
can  be  done  for  Christ's  cause  by  such  organization  I 
shall  greatly  rejoice  with  all  others  interested  in  it. 
Woman's  pov/er  is  only  begun  to  be  developed.  Compara¬ 
tively  fev^  of  the  Presbyterian  women  of  this  countri^ 
have  set  themselves  in  battle  array  against  the  hosts 
of  sin.  What  a  large  company  in  the  church  yet  uncom¬ 
mitted  to  any  special  work,  and  of  these  a  large  propor¬ 
tion,  v/hen  appealed  to  for  anything  else  express  their 
decided  preference  for  Home  Mission  work.  Among  these 
are  able  women  strong  to  do,  who  only  wait  a  development. 
Disorganisation  of  what  is  already  settled  seems  to  me 

unfortunate  and  unnecessary.  If  all  the  women  were 
engaged, and  none  left  to  begin  a  new  work,  I  could  easily ^ 
see  the  need  of  a  division.  But  such  a  state  of  affairs  is 
so  far  from  the  truth  that  I  think  it  unwise  to  lea,ve  any 
out,  and  call  for  those  already  committed  to  one  object. 

Of  course  I  kno’'  not -who  has  expressed  a  desire  for  my 
poor  services,  but  I  frankly  say  that  I  do  not  see  my  way 
clear  to  say  yes  to  your  request,  I  would  not  magnify 
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the  importance  of  my  name  to  either  society,  "but  prefer 
at  present  to  let  it  remain  where  it  is,  I  suggest  to 
you  the  name  of  Mrs.  Dr.  E.  D.  Morris,  v/ho  I  know  pre¬ 
fers  Home  Mission  Y/ork.  She  is  an  able , educated  woman, 
ask  he  to  open  the  V'fay  here  and  you  and  all  others  will 
see  that  we  who  are  working  for  Foreign  Missions  will 
not  he  slow  to  follow  her  lea,dership  in  helping  our 
country/  vfomen.

I  have  not  forgotten  my  promise  to  send  you  some 
report  of  v^hat  the  women  of  Iowa  are  doing  for  Home  Mis¬ 
sions.  Really  there  seems  to  he  almost  nothing  to  report. 
Almost  ten  years  ago,  the  women  of  Cedar  Rapids  and  Vinton 
began  to  work  for  Foreign  Missions.  God  has  extended  the 
work  and  blessed  it.  Many  of  our  local  societies  through 
the  state, work  for  Home  and  Foreign  Missions,  but  in  the 
larger  part  of  our  churches , what  the  women  do  for  Home 
Missions  is  done  at  the  annual  collection, for  that  Board. 

More  might  be  done  as  well  as  not  and  not  detract  in  the 
least  fror?i  the  interest  in  Foreign  work.  Indeed  as  you 
affirm  in  your  last  issue,  "It  v/ill  not  divide, but  will 
double."  Five  hundred  dollars  were  contributed  to  Home 
Missions  the  past  year  by  the  Presbyterian  women  of  Iowa; 
two-thirds  of  that  sum  was  raised  by  the  v/omen  of  Cedar 
Rapids  1st  Church,  the  only  one  in  the  state  that  has  a 
V/oman*s  Home  Mission  Society.  The  value  of  boxes  sent  out 
to  Missionaries  was  ^637. 

V,re  have  many  v;omen  in  our  church  vrho  constantly 
affirm  that  they  are  more  in  favor  of  Home  Missions  than 
of  Foreign,  and" we  have  said  to  them,  for  more  than  a  year, 
organize  a  Home  Mission  Society  and  we  will  join  you. 

But  as  yet  nothing  of  the  kind  has  been  done.  We  have  deter¬ 
mined  to  wait  no  long»=^r  for  that  class  but  go  forvmrd  and 
organize  speedily,  and  I  trust  by  the  return  of  this  time 
next  3''ear  v/e  may  be  able  to  report  better  things.  I  am 
thankfuJ.  for  your  visit  to  Cedar  Rapids,  and  while  I 
regretted  for  your  sake  the  friction  that  was  felt  on 
Wednesday,  I  am  sure  the  Lord  overruled  it  for  good,  and 
that  you  v/ere  fully  vindicated.

Yours  of  the  2nd  is  at  hand,  I  thank  you  most 
heartily  for  the  honor  that  you  confer  upon  me  by  asking 
me  to  represent  the  Synod  of  Albany  in  the  great  Home 
Mission  v/ork  of  the  Church, 

It  is  from  no  lack  of  interest  in  this  work 
that  I  decline  to  serve  in  that  capacity ,  but  only  be¬ 
cause  time  and  strength  will  not  admit  of  my  serving  of¬ 
ficially  in  both  the  Home  and  the  Foreign  work,  and  I 
can  not  feel  that  my  v/ork  is  done  in  the  Foreign  Society. 

In  our  Albany  city  churches  as  yrou  no  doubt  know,  both  home 
and  foreign  societies  are  organized  and  are  doing  efficient 
work.  Outside  of  the  city  I  do  not  know  so  much  about  it, 
but  my  experience  has  been  that  very'  few  churches  that  are 
interested  in  foreign  v/ork  fail  in  the  home  department. 

But  this  rule  does  not  always  work  both  ways,  as  we  find 
many  persons  who  will  only  do  for  the  home  work, 

I  have  tried  to  think  of  a  name  to  give  you  to 
represent  the  Sjmod,  I  know  of  plenty  of  women  that 
could  do  it  but  not  one  tiiat  is  willing.  And  in  saying 
this  I  do  not  bj?^  any  means  intend  to  reflect  on  the  abil¬ 
ity  or  the  consecration  of  our  ladies,  but  only  to  tell 
you  how  hard  it  is  to  find  a  lady  who  is  willing  to  ta.ke 
the  responsibility  of  such  an  undertaking,  or  who  has 
confidence  enough  in  her  own  gifts  to  be  easily  persuaded 
to  it.  I  am  inclined  to  think  that  you  will  have  to 
try  your  persuasive  pov/ers  personally  in  this  vicinty,  and 
then  I  believe  you  will  get  the  right  woman.  I  am  gla-d 
you  are  going  to  have  one  grand  society  and  for  the 
success  and  its  noble  work  I  will  pray  and  work  with  an

under  the  na.me  of  the  "Synodical  Missionarj’^  Society  of 
Tennessee"  which  combines  both,  the  Foreign  and  Home  M.is- 
sion  work,  and  over  that  Society  I  have  been  chosen  the 
President.  The  various  auxiliarj’-  societies  in  our  Fast 
Tennessee  in  almost  ever^r  case, divide  their  contribu¬ 
tions  between  the  Home  and  -poreign  work.

At  the  time  I  received  your  letter  I  wae  about 
to  leave  home  to  make  eone  vleite,  and  wrote  tc  Mrs. 
Paxton  to  aay  that  I  was  not  prepared,  without  further 
conaideratlon,  to  accept  your  proposal  to  me  totake 
part  irk  the  formation  of  a  new  woman’s  Home  Mission  So¬ 
ciety,  nor  was  I  willing  to  decline  at  once  to  try  to 
serve  a  cause  which  I  hare  at  heart, 

Since  ny  return  I  have  talked  on  the  subject 
.with  Pr,  Dickson  at  his  office,  and  with  several  of  the 


women  of  the  Preshyterian  Church  in  this  city. 

I  wish  T  could  do  the  satne  i.e.  have  a  talk, --with 
you.  But  that  cannot  he,  and  I  must  write  what  I  have 
to  say  on  the  subject.  I  feel  a  deep  interest  in  Home 
liissions,  all  the  deeper  for  having  read  your  paper 
these  three  years  and  I  feel  like  putting  my  shoulders 
to  some  sort  of  a  wheel  which  shall  roll  the  work  on. 

I  do  not  .however ,  approve  of  wasting  effort  hy 
Ing  r'if^chiner;^.  I  do  not  h ell e vT  irT’so  "dTv id  1  ng  respon- 
s ib ilTty  "that  no  one  knows  what  his  own  proj^er  burden 
ought  to  be. 

The  Ladies  Mission  Board  of  Few  York  has  long  r-^^'nce 
entered  the  Home  Field,  has  received  the  cooperation  of 
most  of  the  Presbyterian  Churches  in  this  city,  and  has 
I  suppose,  ^mquestionably  established  a  character  for 
honest  and  earnest  work.  I  do  not  personally  belong 
to  that  Board,  although  the  Church  Society  of  v/hich  I  am 
Secretary  works  throiigh  its  agency;  but  it  1  s  ny  con¬ 
viction  that  rather  than  attempt  to  supersede  .i.t  by  the 
for'iStion  of  a  new  Society,  it  would  be  better  to  try 
to  extend  and  amply fy  its  work;  better  for  the  Church 
to  avail  itself  of  this  organization,  endeavor  to  add 
new  members,  infuse  a  warmer  life,  extend  the  auxiliary 
connections,  make  it  more  widely  known;  and  not  cripple 
it,  or  perhaps  deal  it  a  death-blow  by  the  formation  of 
a  new  Society. 

Besides,  in  my  Judgment  it  would  be  difficult  to 
enlist  here  the  requisite  mmiber  of  really  earnest  and 
practical  women  in  a  new  enterprise,  because  such  women 
are  already  cognizaiit  of  this  existing  work,  if"  not  ac¬ 
tually  engaged  in  it. 

I  quite  agree  with  you  that  people  are  not  awake  to 
the  urgent  need  for  the  work  of  Education  and  Christian 
ization  of  our  Great  West.  I  well  remember  your  ovm 
earnest  work  on  the  subject.  I  think  it  is  time  to  take 
a  new  departure.  Only  I  would  pour  a  fuller  flood  into 
the  old  Charnel  rather  than  dig  a  new  cne. 

Having  this  opinion,  I  am  unwilling  to  give  name 
to  an  altogether  new  agency,  yet  I  am  very  reluctant  to  refuse  to 
engage  in  a  work  which  has  only  a  wider  usefulness  for 
its  object,  although,  in  Judgment,  not  adopting  the 
wisest  means,

Bociety  Brooklyn,and  Woman* s  Board  of  Missions  for  the 
Soitthwest,  These  are  mixed  Societies,  working  mors 
largely  for  Foreign  than  for  Horae  Uissions,  To  sum  up, 
there  are  in  the  Presbyterian  Church,  four  societies 
with  their  auxiliaries  exclusively  for  Foreign  work, and 
three  for  both  Horae  and  Foreign  without  a  single  socie¬ 
ty  exclusively  devoted  to  the  Evangelization  of  our  own 
land,  Bureli^  there  is  room  for  one  Home  Mission  Socie¬ 
ty* 

A  second  objection,  "That  it  will  make  friction,* 
Mrs,  Bcovel  of  Pittsburgh  can  testify  that  the  officers 
of  the  Woman’s  Foreign  Mission  Society  of  Philadelphia, 
and  the  Worn^n^s  Board  of  Missions  for  the  Northwest,  the 
lea<lin,::  For*  jiMlssions  societies  of  the  Church,  both  ex¬ 
pressed  tiierasalves  at  Pittsburgh  as  in  favor  of  a  Woman’s 
Home  Mission  organization.  Consequently  there  can  be  no 
friction  with  them.  Instead  of  friction,  the  two  so¬ 
cieties  will  be  of  mutual  assistance. 

As  to  the  Ladies ’Board  of  New  York,  the  new  So¬ 
ciety  can  prevent  friction  by  not  Interfering  with  their 
auxiliaries  -  •  by  attending  to  the  balance  of  the  Church 
not  reached  by  the  Ladles ’Board  and  fumlahlng  the  Ld- 
dies ’Board  of  New  York  such  assistance  as  they  may  be 
willing  to  receive,  thus  cultivating  friendly  relations.

the  meetings  and  vote,  also  promising'  to  "have  the  work 
kept  enti»'ely  distinct,  even  to  sendinir,  in  separate 
fom,  t)i8  Home  Missionary  part  of  thei*^  Hafaalne*-  that 
the  Comlttee  present  thow<^ht  It  wiae  vo  entertain  the 
proposition,  and  to  send  it  aown  to  the  absent  members, 
Should  a  majority  approve, another  conference  is  to  he 
called  about  the  last  week  In  September,  in  time  to  send 
some  word  to  the  Synods,  Mrs.  Graham  had  been  to  many 
of  the  pastors  of  Hew  York  and  ^rot  their  endorsemente--- 
If  we  can  secure  the  thing  it  seemed  best  to  us  to  com¬ 
promise  the  name  perhape.

Only  Mrs,  Scovel  and  a  Mrs,  Davenport  Acre  outside  of 
New  Jer«ey---Bo  that  in  any  case,  we  couJ.d  not  have  or¬ 
ganized  at  the  present  session.  It  was  a  strengthening 
thought  that  you  and  othere  we praying  about  our  con¬ 
ference  and  to  know  that  In  some  way  all  would  work  out

PRESBRi^ERIAN  CHURCH,  the  following  action  was  taken  on  the  applications 
frotn  your  Presbytery- 
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Woman’s  Work  for  Home  Missions. 


At  the  late  Convention  of  Presbyterian  women,  held  in  Newark 
October  i6th,  1877,  in  connection  with  the  Synod  of  New  Jersey,  in 
accordance  with  a  recommendation  of  the  previous  meeting  of  Synod, 
a  Committee  of  two  in  each  Presbytery  was  appointed  to  advance  the 
interests  of  Home  Missions  in  the  Churches  of  their  respective  Presby¬ 
teries.  These  Committees  together  constitute  a  Synodical  Committee 
for  Home  Missions,  such  as  recommended  by  the  General  Assembly  of 
1876  ;  and  having  been  approved  and  endorsed  by  the  late  meeting  of 
Synod  and  the  Board  of  Home  Missions,  the  work  now  lies  before  them. 

It  is  desired  that  there  should  be  an  organization  in  the  interests  of 
Home  Missions  in  every  Church.  We,  the  Committee  appointed  in  this 
Presbytery,  open  correspondence  with  you,  with  a  view  of  aiding  you  to 
make  such  arrangements  as  may  best  promote  this  end  in  the  Church 
with  which  you  are  connected. 

We  hold  ourselves  in  readiness  to  meet  the  Ladies  of  your  Church  at 
such  time  as  it  isTnost  convenient,  to  confer  together  on  this  subject,  or 
to  answer  anydnquiries  relating  to  Woman's  Work  for  Missions  in  out- 
own  Country. 

As  w&^ct  by  authority  of  Synod,  it  is  also  desired  that  the  Societies 
to  be /ormed  have  the  endorsement  oif  the  Sessions'-  of  the  Churches,  to 
whom  this  matter  is  respectfully  submitted.  An  early  feply  is  requested, 
and  deemed  necessary,  that  the  work  may  be\  carried  onwvithout  delay.
